Friead, he allo humbly prayed jo? his Lordſhip would be pleaſed 
to hear 2 Motion upon them : which beiog granted, Mr. Serjeant 
Bearmon!d ſeeing the ſaid Keeper of the Gatehouſe had nor onely 
diſobeyed the fir(t,Wricy, buralſo an Order of Court made the day 
before for brioging che Priſoners to the Bar, under'the' penalty of 
forty pounds, T hat an Atachment might be. granted againft the ſaid 
Keeper, or that the Priſoners might be brought betore the Lord 
chief Juſtice (this being the laſt dayof the Term) at his Chamber, 
that Bail might be. put inc before him there ; but could not be ob- 
cained : But the Court did agree. .that it. was fic to grant an alits 
Habeas Corpus Returnable fifteen dayes after Eaſter, with a lulty 
Fine, becauſe that Keeper uſually diſobeyerh the Orders of the 
Court; which was done occordingly, under the Penalty of x00 1. 
And the Priſoners doubcing that their uſage was like to be' worſe 
from their Keeper than before, by Mr. Ser jeant Newdigate mo» 
ved the ſame day, That an Order might be made for their-Soli- 
citors, Atturneys and Friends to Come to them, and to allow them 
the liberty of the Priſon-houſe : which was granted,as deſired, and 
beiog tranſlated into Engliſh, is as followeth,

yation of a crime againſt us by our mercinary Keepers, who are all

if he had ax hundred pound given him, it wonld' not refojce him 
more than that we had ſuch Liberty granted, as our freedom from 
cloſe Impriſonment : Yer fince our Servants are denyed to bring 
us neceflaries, or to let us know Whether our Wives and Children 
are dead or alive, ſome of them being very fick , The which 
uſage doth not only increaſe the AﬀiQtions of all our- Relations, 
but much aggravate our own Sufferings , who are your Honours 
moſt humble Servants,

| It was:our Imention to. have inſerted the Anſwer to theſe hf 
Adarefles, bur hearing it was the defign of forne great perſons, in- 
fead of making' us Reparations, to ſnd us to- remote places, we 
are 
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' are diſappointed ; only our paett hn preſented them, conceives 
the Lord Chancellor diſapproved of this injurious dealing with his 
Majeſties peaceable SubjzeRts, and that the Judges diſcovered a 
purpoſe not to recede from the Order for taking off our clofe Im- 
priſonment, both in reſpef of the Juſtice and' Legality thereof, 
and likewiſe, being granced the laſt day of the Term, it could not 
duly be altered , and until we ſee a better Order chan this granted 
by bis Majelties Judges in Weſtminſter Hall to the contrary, we 
hops to be exculcd in our daily continuing to demand our Liberty 
therein allowed us, though che Inſoleacy. of thoſe Souldiers ( our 
Under-keepers) is ſuch, as till ro debar our Friends, Solicitors and 
Atrurneys acceſs to us, ſhewing us (when demanded) the Keyes 
for their Order ; and, ina proyoking manner, ſnatched a Pen out 
of the hand of one of our number, whilt writing out. ſome part of 
our former Addreſſes ; The benefi; and ſupply of. Pen, Ink and 
Paper being gained upon the Ocder for taking off our cloſe Impri- 
lonment, and whereof we are unwilling (but by violence) to be de- 
prived ; which we could little have expeRted from thoſe hands, 
remembring that when we made known to them our purpole of 
endeavouring our Liberty chis way, they.not onely profefled 
how glad they ſhould be if we might attain ir, but one of .them 
brou Fir us word chat after the firſt Writ was ſerved upon Sir Ed- 
ward Broughton, he was ſent from him to the Secretary, from 
whom { it his Mafler received -not Orders to the contrary ) we 
ſhould be brought to the Bar ; and beth at that time, and former- 
ly, told us, his Malter cared not if we were diſcharged, knowing 
where to find others to fill up his Priſon, 


Thus having in all Reality diſcharged our Conſcience, and ham- 
bly endeavoured. ro manifeſt ro his Majeſty and Council, the Lord 
Chaacellor, and the honourable Judges, our Innocency'and Faith- 
fulneſs; and alſo, in part, the cauſleſs Sufferings of his Majeſties 
peaceable and quiet Subjetts, We ſhall in all Chriſtian patience 
wait cill che LORD in his Mercy ſhall graciouſly ſend Delive- 
rance, being encouraged both- from his Word and Promiſes to 
hope and exped ſcaſonable. Supports ; as alſo by! che Experiences 
of {ome, our next Chamber-fellows, who have lain more than thir- 
teen 
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teen months Cloſe Priſoners \ rt © ROO Houſe of bondage, 
under the threats and menaces of our Jaylors, having for ſome 
ſeaſon worn very weighty Iron Chains on both legs day and night, 
and to this time knowing no more than we, either Acculer or 
Crime laid co their charge, 

Yer if by the good Providence of God our happinels ſhall be 
made ſo great by ſome charitable hand, as to preſent this our 
luffering Condition to his Majefties view, With this aſſurance, 
Thar neither dire&ly nor indireRly we have aRed any thing againſt 
the preſent Government, but have lived in all peaceable tubmiſſi- 
on thereunto ; As alſo, acquainting his Majeſty the great diſ- 
ſervice done by thoſe perſons that make and continue DiltinQions + 
amongſt his Majefties good Subjects, or eadeavour to withdraw 
his Majeſties AﬀeRtions from them ; we cannot then bur hope his 
Majeſty will no longer ſuffer us to be thus ſeverely uſed, but will 
afford us Liberty and ProteQion according to our native Right, 
and the good old Laws of this Kingdom.
